Official Reason For Cannon

Bt. Petersburg, Jan. 20.f-The cere- 


mony of the blessing of the waters 
this year was accompanied 
by an 


•rent more mysterious, unprecedented 
%nd extraordinary, than any afforded 
by the annals of Russian history. For 
a Russian sovereign to fall by the 
hand of an assassin is no hew thing 
IB Russian records, but that the em- 
peror should narrowly escape death 
by a shot from his own artillery while 
he was engaged in a solemn religious 
rlt«, surrounded by priests of his 
church, is so difficult to realize as to 
be almost incredible. Yet this is what 
happened, and the Russian public is 
left wondering and mystified. By the 
iterest chance the imperial family es- 
caped unhurt, but public opinion is 
•tunned by what might have been the 
tragic results of the affair. 


The 
official version of the affair 


at the winter palace is as follows: 
"During the ceremony of the blessing 
of the waters of the Neva river, in the 
< 


presence of the emperor, as the usual 
salute was being fired an accident 
happened. A charge of grape instead 
of a saluting charge was fired from a 
gun belonging to one of the batteries 
stationed near the bourse. Some bul- 
lets struck the facade of the winter 
palace, near the quay gardens, break- 
Ing four windows. A policeman be- 
longing to the St. Petersburg force 
was injured. According to information 
at hand no '.other accident occurred. 
Inquiry continues;."'

manoff family was the result of care- 
lessness in leaving a shotted cartridge 
in the breech of a gun after target 
practice, the mysterious case is still 
under the combined investigation of 
the military and police, and the public 
seems as little inclined as the author- 
ities to accept the published version. 
The officers and men of the battery 
have not been arrested, but are con- 
fined to the barracks, and by the mili- 
tary regulations are so closely under 
restraint that it is impossible, for the 
culprit or culprits to escape until the 
responsibility is determined.

commission appointed to inquire into 
the North sea tragedy heard read the 
Charles ef Great Britain and toe RUB- 
Matt reply. Huin O'Beirne'.of the Brit- 
ish embassy, agent of Great Britain; 
read the charges, which, consist of it 
specifications, minutely setting forth 
th» attack OK the Hull Ashing fleet. It 
was specifically declared that no Jap- 
anese torpede boats and no warships 
whatever were among the fishing fleet, 
ail that no Japanese warships were 
anywhere in the North sea. Baron 
Tauhe read the Russian reply, which 
specifically declared that two strange 
boats approached the Russian squad- 
ron which the searchlights disclosed 
to be torpedo boats. Thereupon fire 
was opened, the torpedo boats moving 
off and later disappearing. The Rus- 
.sian statement further asserted that 
Admiral Rojestvensky was. absolutely 
obliged to act as he did in order to de- 
stroy the torpedo boats, which had at- 
tacked his squadron.

Secre- 
tary of State Hay has received assur- 
ances to this effect. Recently it was re- 
ported that some of the powers con- 
templated extending the territorial 
possessions they already had in China 
at the conclusion of the war in order 
to maintain what they called the bal- 
ance of power in the east, asserting 
that the outcome of the war would be 
a readjustment of Ghinese territorial 
boundaries. A circular note was dis- 
patched by Secretary May to the pow- 
ers based on this information, with tho 
result that they have BOW all positive- 
ly disclaimed any such intention. 
The American note is distinct from 
the recent note relative to Russia's 
protest against China's alleged breach 
ef neutrality. This latter note treats of 
the continuation of China's neutrality 
in the pending war, but the Hay com- 
munication treats of Chinese territory 
after the war is concluded. This step 
is based upon information reaching the 
United States government that some 
of the powers are apprehensive that 
the eventual consideration of peace be- 
tween Russia and Japan will lead to 
claims on portions of Chinese terri- 
tory. The American communication 
tends to avert the possibility of such ^ 
claims being made, thus insuring ajrr.oney.
